3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made.

The rejection is adequately set forth in the previous Office Action and is 
incorporated herein by reference. 

Response to the Amendment 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on November 10, 2005 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants, "In Example II, Run 1 involves the coprecipitation of sodium silicate 

and titanyl sulfate in sulfuric acid (Norwood, col.6, lines 40-53) The catalyst of 

Run 1 thus more closely resembles the catalyst Applicants used in preparing the 
products of present examples Ml. However, the catalyst of Run 1 produced a polymer 
having HLMI value of 0.14, which is below the range recited by present claim 9 
(Norwood, Table 1)." 

Attention is drawn to Table 1 , wherein the polymer cited in the run 1 of Example 
1 has Ml of 0.14 instead of HLMI being 0.14. Thus, the argument is not persuasive. 
Furthermore, Norwood et al. do fairly suggest a method to produce the ethylene 
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copolymer (Example 14).
